The holy Ghoſt hat 
lgainſt him cart builds a Towne with blood, and will 
God have his own Hoexſe built ſoz If you bath the floore 
of the Chruch in blood, you can pave it with noſtone ſo 
faire and firmey but the voice of that blood will breake 
through and be heard in heaven. If youpaintthe win- 
dowes of Gods Church with the blood of your bre- 
thren, they will not introduce more light, but more 
darkneſſe and horrour. That grand reformation of our 
Saviour was not brought in by the ſword, nor againſt 
the authoritie of the ſupreme Magiftrate. Hee conque- 
red the world by his preaching, and by his paſſion, and 
eſta bliſht his own Throze in the hearts of his Diſciples,ſo 
as it made the Throyxe of Ceſar ſtand the ſurer. The holy _ 
Ghoſt diſtinguiſhes our Saviours conqueſt over Sinre, 
Satan, and the World, from all other kind of conqueſts.
